Any sane honest person, now watching 
us squirm under communist threats while 
we are 5000 miles from the Soviet Union, 
can appreciate Germany’s situation with 
these devils only across their borders and 
pouring in through Czechoslovakia by the 
thousands to help break Germany down.

of rotten lumber. There was a 3/4 meter 
wide passage between the two rows of 
bunks. There was a straw mattress in 
some of the bunks and in the others, 
only on boards, 3 to 4 sick persons 
(already skin and bones) were huddled 
together, What would this mean? Even 
if they were treated an@ cured from 
one sickness, if their bed companion 
suffered from a con disease, it 
would be transmitted to them. But any- 
how, what was the medication? The 
barracks received 25 to 30 aspirin tab- 
lets which was all the rationed medicine 
allotted for many hundreds of sick 
people, 

Klar traded a portion of the medi- 
eines on the black market. The re- 
maining portion whieh he really dis- 
tributed amongst the sick were, in- 
eidentally, given te those who gave him 
presents, But what was a bare, sick 
beggar able to donate? He gave him 
the nightly portion of margarine and 
his portion of sausage which amounted 
to about two bites. The Chief Medical 
doctor, Klar, accepted it, There was an- 
other Hungarian doctor in the bar- 
racks, Elmer Pollacsek, an elderly, prom- 


inent throat specialist, who came as a— 


patient, but he did everything he could 
for the sick (conscientiously). The 
“everything” here, however, was very 
little. Pollacsek struggled with all his 
strength, and p recommend- 
ations for improvements, Klar became 
jealous and afraid it would be discover- 
ed that Pollacsek was a doctor and that 
he, Klar, did not know medicine. He 
feared that the result would be that 
Pollacsek would become the chief med- 
ical officer and get the extra food ration 
and the medical provisions.

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UNITED NATIONS MOBILIZES 


KATANGA

During the past year many Americans 
have been horrified by reports of atrocities 
committed against the Christian AntiCom- 
munist people of Katanga Province in the 
African Congo. 

Hundreds of unarmed men, women, chil- 
dren, priests, nuns and missionaries have 
been brutally raped, tortured and murdered 
by troops of the United Nations Command, 
for no other reason than that they refuse 
to surrender their sovereignty to the Congo 
Central Government which is Communist 
dominated. 

The United Nations Charter states that 
that organization shall not interfere in the 
internal affairs of any nation. What, then, 
are U. N. troops doing in the Congo? Until 
recently no one seemed to be quite sure of 
the answer to that question. But now docu- 
ments have come to light which put the 
whole sordid story in proper perspective. It 
is one of the most infamous plots in history. 
When the truth gets out to the people it 
will shock them and, we hope, will cause an 
uproar of indignation. 

Secret Memorandum Report written on 
October 1, 1962 by the United Nations Sec- 
retariat, outlines in detail a plan for carrying 
on an invasion of Katanga within the next 
two weeks, which the authors of the Report 
hope will crush all opposition. According to 
the Report there are at this moment 
15,000 U. N. troops mobilized on the borders 
of Katanga, ready to meve in. Of these, 
4,000 are Indian Gurkhas who are known to 
be savage fighters, The Report leaves no 
doubt in the mind of the reader that this 
unhely warfare against Katanga will result 
in the ruthless killing ef more innocent 
people. 

To Americans*the veally shocking part of 
this thing is that President Kennedy has 
been apprised of the plan and has given his 
approval, and a promise that United States 
transport aircraft and helicopters will be 
furnished for use in carrying out the oper- 
ation. 

But, the Report says, Mr. Kennedy has 
requested that the plan be held up in abey- 
anee until after November 6, because he is 
afraid that public opinion in the United 
States will have an adverse effect on the 
outcome of the election if the invasion is 
carried out before then. The U. N. troops, 
therefore, have been ordered to be prepared 
for action as of November 12.

Instead of support- 
ing this unwarranted aggression against 
the people of Katanga, the President, and 
our representative in the United Nations 
should rise up and condemn the conspir- 
ators, and demand that the plan be aban- 
doned. Better still, the President should 
make it clear that he will use the Armed 
Forces of the United States, if necessary, 
to protect the people of that unhappy 
country. 

A very wise man once said that there 
would be no justice in the world until those 
who are not injured become as indignant 
as those who are. Katanga is_ several 
thousand miles away, and we may shrug 
our shoulders and say that what goes on 
there is none of our concern, But the 
President has made it our concern by 
committing our government to support 
something which we as individuals would 
never condone. 

‘The black people of Katanga are human 
beings, fighting for their lives. They love 
their homeland and their children as much 
as we do ours. They bleed when they are 
wounded and they suffer the agonies of 
death like anyone else. How can we live 
with our conscience if we do not become 
indignant and demand that righteousness 
shall prevail? é;

This has happened most recently in Goa, 
previously in Vietnam, and in the Congo 
where we are picking up the tab to the tune 
of 47.5 million dollars to support a pro- 
communist cause. And now we are asked 
ta bail out the United Nations with more 
of our tax dollars, 100 million of them to 
be exact. 

If any nations should ascertain self de- 

termination, it should be the slave states 
of the Soviet bloc; Hungary, Poland, Cze- 
choslovakia, Latvia, Lithuania, Rumania, 
and many others. We freed the slaves 
after the Civil War, but the only success 
the UN has had is for the Communists to 
gain more and more slaves. 
*-Where our military is concerned, it seems 
they no longer get their orders from the 
Pentagon, but from the United Nations. As 
one of our military men put it: in one area, 
along the Berlin Wall, our troops are told 
ta_fight the Communists; then orders come 
from UN headquarters to send a number 
of plane loads of troops to the Congo to 
assist € pro-communist government to un- 
seat an anti-communist, pro-western govern- 
ment, which in effect means we are fighting 
against ourselves. 

How could we possibly get involved in 
an organization that is so powerful that 
they can get us to fight on both sides? 
This is peace? Remember the United Nations 
was supposedly born so we could all live 
in a peaceful world together. 

One reason we are so involved is because 
our American representatives at San Fran- 
cisco who helped make the Charter, and our 
Senate who ratified it, could not or would 
not see the difference between it and our 
Constitution and Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Our Declaration of Independence states 
that we-are endowed by our Creator with 
certain unalienable rights. The United Na- 
tions mentions no Supreme Being, but in- 
stead, itself grants rights or privileges, and 
thery also reserves the right to take away 
these privileges if it so desires. Another 
reason we are so involved is because of 
our Constitutional provision that all treaties 
beeome the Supreme Law of the Land. 
We live up-to our treaties and agreements. 
The Soviet Union does not, unless it’s bene- 
ficial to her. 

Over the years, state and local govern- 
ments have yielded more and more power 
to Washington; Congress gives more and 
more power to the’ President and the Pres- 
ident passes this power down to umelected 
individuals, like Alger Hiss, who because of 
the’ role he played in the writing of the 
United Nations charter wielded power over 
our ‘lives, our liberty and our property. 

“UNICEF — its purpose is to promote health 
and combat disease and malnutrition in new- 
Ty developing’ areas of the world. Why then 
doesn’t it spend the $36,100,000 it’s holding. 
This. amount does not include their regular 
annual income, so there’s no reason why 
they can’t spend it to alleviate hunger, 
especially on Formosa where there are 
many Chinese children who had fled their 
Mainland to escape Communist enslavement. 
Tn fact, there is over 1 million dollars which 
was allocated for Chinese children, but it 
remains in UNICEF's treasury. And this 
while UNICEF pleads for funds in their 





circular “Let Your Greetings Help A Child.” 
(atheistic greeting cards, you can be sure) 

UNESCO is one of the specialized agencies 
of the UN also, created under the charter. 
Its program is channeled through radio, 
television, schools, churches, newspapers, 
magazines, movies, ete. Its purpose is high 
sounding too, but everything in it is for 
the international order. They don’t say 
they want to destroy Amercan patriotism, 
yet one of their aims is rewriting American 
textbooks, just as they have rewritten the 
history of man. “A Scientific and Cultural 
History of the Development of Mankind” 
was written by UNESCO contributors from 
many countries. Atheists helped with. the 
writing of this book, key personnel and 
writers from the infamous Institute of 
Pacific Relations were contributors and con- 
sultants, and other contributors were Ameri- 
cans and foreigners who have records of 
pro-communist collaboration. 

UNESCO doesn’t say it wants to destroy 
religion, but look at how it presents inter- 
nationalism and world citizenship as the 
most glorious achievement available to man- 
kind. Do they ever mention God, or Christ, 
our. Lord? 

Their latest grab for power is the treaty 
“Convention Against Discrimination in Edu- 
cation,” and the Recommendation, “Recom- 
mendations Against Discrimination in Edu- 
cation.” If these two, or either of these are 
passed, it would mean that UNESCO would 
have control of our entire American edu- 
cational system, and then one of their goals 
would be achieved. They would be able to 
reduce everyone to conformity. It was Lenin 
who said, “Give us the child for eight years 
and it will be a Bolshevik forever.” And 
it’s UNESCO who says, “The kindergarten 
or infant school has a significant part to 
play in the child’s education. Not only can 
it correct many of the errors of home 
training, but can also prepare the child for 
membership, at about the age of seven, in 
a group of his own age and habits—the 
first of many such social identifications 
that he must achieve on his way to member- 
ship in the world society.” 


Eight Communist countries, including 
Russia and Cuba, aided in the final drafting 
of the “Convention Against Discrimination 
in Education.” Two countries, France and 
Israel have ratified it. Only one more 
country need ratify it and it enters into 
force on every member country of UNESCO. 
Article eight of this treaty gives jurisdic- 
tion to the UN court. Article nine forbids 
any reservation, so that throws out our 
Connally Amendment. This puts you and 
me, everyone, under international law, 
subject to arrest, trial and punishment by 
the UN court. 

Yes, the internationalists are working 
hard, and whether they know it or not, 
they were joined long ago by Communists, 
to make this United Nations into a one 
world government. For even if the inter- 
nationalists don’t know it, the Communists 
know that World Government is scheduled 
as the climax of Communist world conquest. 


George Washington, in his farewell ad- 
dress, warned of foreign entanglements, 
when he told the American people, “Steer 
elear of permanent alliances.” If we would 
heed his words, we could save our freedom.
